Hon. John Dawson Mayne P.C. (1828-1917). Following on from Trinity College, Dublin he built a career as 

a lawyer and legal expert, becoming Attorney-General of the Madras Presidency and, until 1903, a member of 

the Privy Council of the United Kingdom. He was the author of Mayne’s Hindu Law. He caused something 

of a scandal when left India in 1872 without his wife but with that of another man. For this he was never to 
receive a knighthood.
